SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording, also known as vwm.dvids.com Internet 9, is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording contains a feature showing a man subjecting a woman to a range 
of sadomasochistic activity, usually after he has tied her up or otherwise restrained 
her. Although the scenario is presumably pre-arranged and consensual, there is no 
context to show that this is so and the infliction of pain and suffering is presented in a 
realistic manner. 

The video recording tends to promote and support the infliction of extreme cruelty as 
outlined under s3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act). Some of the sadomasochistic activity shown amounts to acts of extreme 
cruelty. The video recording focuses on the suffering and lack of control of the woman 
and sexualises these elements with the result that the video recording presents 
subjecting women to acts of extreme cruelty as sexually arousing. 

As the video recording meets criteria listed in s3(2) of the FVPC Act, it is therefore 
deemed to be objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the 
right to the freedom of expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. Flowever, in relation to this video recording, the classification is considered 
to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free 
and democratic society. 
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
